Price said he had positive 
assurance to the contrary, but as it was a 
question of veracity, be was willing to 
stake his reputation for honesty against 
that of Keyes, and not fear the result

Ke yes retorted by saying that it was a 
violation of parliamentary law and rules 
of comrnou decency to publicly misrep

Price 
shouted back contemptuously that he 
would rather violate the laws of common 
decency than violate the laws of common 
honesty.

“Congressman Wil­ 
liams of Wisconsin has succeeded in se­ 
curing the passage of a bill to restore to 
the Japanese Government the surplus of 
indemnity paid to the United States sev­ 
enteen or eighteen years ago. It was 
little better than 'stealing to keep this 
money so long, aud tho United States, 
which we proudly believe represents the 
highest type of civilization on the globe, 
has furnished a very poor example of na­ 
tional honor to the heathen that sit in 
darkness patiently await the return of 
the money of which they were unjustly 
deprived.” 
The bill, the passage of which Mr. 
Williams has secured in the House of 
Hepresentatives, provides for the restora­ 
tion to Japan of about $1,500,000 which 
was never covered into the Treasury aud 
has been held for sixteen years in trust 
by the department of State. It was money 
received as the result of an international 
piracy, and the ransom of a city, which a 
friendly power paid to save a town from 
being sacked by the overwhelming force 
of seamen brought against it by confed­ 
erated powers in whose name the expedi­ 
tion was sent out. 
This matter was 
dragged along through six Congresses. 
Bills for the return of the money had sev­ 
eral times 
been passed by tho two 
Houses, but never concurrently. In the 
last hours of the Forty-sixth Congress it 
passed the Senate by a vote of Ft to G, 
and its passage was recommended in tile 
House in a unanimous report pres«u4cd 
by Mr. Cox. It is understood that Pres­ 
ident Arthur is very anxious that the 
Congress should finally take concurrent 
action on this subject and as far as pos- 
eible make restitution to Japan for an 
unwarranted and unprovoked outrage.

An amendment to make date 
of meeting 1S83, wes voted down, and was 
recommitted to committee on

M a diso n, Fob. 22.—A very lively de­ 
bate was held in the Assembly to-day 
over the Lewiston levee bill. Mr. Price 
claimed that it gave the commissioners 
power to enter upon lands for condemna­ 
tion purposes without providing com­ 
pensation for damages, and that it was 
also unconstitutional because it is a w ork 
of international improvement, which the 
Legislature is prohibited from engaging 
in. Mr. Pierce answered that railroads, 
^arbors, and canals were works of inter­ 
nal improvement, but this proposed levee 
was to prevent the 
destruction 
of 
property aud life by an overtlow of the 
Wisconsin. The discussion culminated 
in a bitter 
contest between 
Messrs. 
Keyes and Price over trivial matters. 
Keyes accused Price of violating parlia­ 
mentary law ond common deceucy by 
publicly misrepresenting a private con­ 
versation os to howr a certain member 
would vote on the levee bill. Price re­ 
torted by saying he would rather violate 
the laws of decency than the laws of 
honesty ,and if it was merely a question of 
veracity between him and Keyes, he 
was not afraid of the result There was 
great excitement and fears were enter­ 
tained that the hot words would be fol­ 
lowed by blows.JThe-opponents of the bill 
resorted to every species of filibustering, 
but the levee men ordered the bill to a 
third reading by a decisive vote. 
The bill appropriating $7,OJO to the 
Fish Commissioners was ordered to a 
third reading in the Senate to day after 
an hour's debate. Mr. Finkelnburgh ad­ 
vocated abolishing the Milwaukee hatch­ 
ery and the sale of the Madison hatcher. 
He refered to the serious charge against 
the commission that 2,000,OOOjspawu were 
taken from a lake in Columbia county 
uud sold to Kentucky parties without au­ 
thority by law. The amendment to cut 
the appropriation down to $4,000 was de­ 
feated. 
Governor Husk has appoiuted C. M. 
Butt, of Viroqua county, agent of State 
for distributing the $78,000 in payment 
of the claims of Air Line railroad labor­ 
ers. Judge Butt accepted the appoint­ 
ment, and went north from here to­ 
night. 
The bill to lop off certain towns from 
Chippewa couuty aud create the county 
of Garfield was killed in the Assembly 
today.

A Juggler's Victim. 


The Chinaman named All Ling Look, 
\vhose performance with a cannon led 
to the death of a bot named Smythe in 
a Brighton music-hall Tuesday night, 
was yesterday 
brought 
before 
the 
magistrates and charged with causing 
the boy's death. 
The Tow n Clerk un­ 
dertook the prosecution, and explained 
that the performance which brought 
about the melancholy event consisted 
in the prisoner balancing a cannon on a 
dagger which he put down his throat, 
w ith the end only projecting from his 
mouth. 
Whilst balanced on this pro­ 
jecting point, the cannon, which was 
loaded with powder, 
was 
tired by’ 
prisoner's wife. 
Some attempt was 
made to clear the way in front of the 
cannon, hut, when it was tired, the 
charge took effect on deceased, who 
w’as sitting in the gallery’, twenty-two 
feet off, just in the line of fire, and tho 
result was that the top of his head was 
completely blown off. 
Tile magistrates 
asked whether this was tim first per­ 
formance, but it appeared that a simi­ 
lar trick was jierformcd on the previous 
night, w hilst a solicitor who appeared 
on the prisoner's behalf stated that it 
had been performed iii various towns at 
different music-halls in England and 
abroad without accident, and no one 
more deeply deplored the melancholy 
event than did 
the prisoner. 
The 
cannon was produced in court. 
It was 
made of hard wood, eased iii till or zinc, 
covered with a black composition, and 
fastened together with nails. 
Its length 
was between three anil four feet, with a 
bon* of about three inches in diameter. 
The dagger which prisoner partially* 
swallowed before balancing the cannon 
upon it, was about two feet iii length, 
and the hilt litted a hole in the under 
part of the cannon. 
Evidence was 
given that deceased was sitting in the 
front row of the gallery*, and that be­ 
fore the cannon was fired prisoner w*aved 
his arms as if to motion people away 
from the line of fire.

W. F. Brown, of tile Presbyterian church

was called ufton, and said that these 
meetings all over our land are meant bi 
fix public atiention on a long-neglected 
national disgrace, so that it may he wiped 
out. The object of tho meeting also con­ 
cerns every person in the city who respects 
home and home life. 
He affirmed that 
Mormon polygamy is the enemy of every 
true home. The most important institu­ 
tion we have is tho home. Without 
tho home there could be neither a lastiug 
Republic nor a permanent christian soci­ 
ety. Polygamy attacks this home-life, 
and seeks to substitute a counterfeit. 
Oriental Mohammedanism speaks of the 
house and the harem, but it has no such 
word as “home,” because it has not the 
reality; and this [American Mohammed­ 
anism may use the word home, but it has 
no right to it. “Homo” means tho sacred 
mutual regard of husband aud wife* 
It 
moans 
the 
authority 
and 
affection 
of 
parents 
and 
tho obedience of children. 
It means a 
family, not of weary slave-mothers and 
one despotic father, but of one father and 
one mother having equal mutual rights 
according to tho example of Eden, the 
consent of Christendom, aud tho anther 
ity of civilized statute law. The speaker 
further said that in regard to the neglect 
if proper education of the children, Mr. 
Charles R. Bliss, after several years

to be found in education. 
Laws may be 
necessary, but laws cauuot remove the 
dense ignorance that envelops these Mor­ 
mon homes, in many communities,chil­ 
dren of school ago comprise half the popu­ 
lation. But polygamy prefers ignorance— 
on that, with superstition aud craft, it is 
built The earnestness with which M r 
Brown spoke of the home, called out 
hearty applause from the audience. 
John It. Bennett Esq., followed with a 
ton minutes s{>cech, in which he said: 
The queston this evening we have met 
to consider, calls us to reflect upon the 
mauner of the union of tho sexes and the 
happiness aud misery resulting from it 
Tho crowning glory of this universal dis­ 
tinction of sex was manifested, when 
God said “Let us make man in our im* 
age aud ofter our likeness; for “male and 
female created He them,” aud said, for 
“this cause shall a man leave father and 
mother and cleave unto his wife aud they 
twain 
shall 
be 
one 
flesh.*’ 
Had God thought 
it necessary 
to 
the happiness of Adam to make for him 
four wives, the number which Cannon, 
the delegate in Congress from Utah, is 
said to possess, or nineteen, the number 
which adorned tile harem of Brigham 
Young, tho great apostle cf polygamy, 
he could easily have provided them for 
him. There is no country in civilized 
Europe that permits the practice of po­ 
lygamy except Turkey, aud she is fast 
crumbling to pieces from tho inherent 
rottenness which pervades every de­ 
partment of 
her government. 
The 
growth 
of 
this 
evil 
has 
been 
rapid iii Utah. 
Aud I was recently 
informed that Luther S. Dixon, late chief 
justice of this State, now of Denver, said 
that unless something was done right 
speedily to stay its progress, it would 
soon obtain control of the government 
in tile Territories of Wyoming aud New 


Mexico and Montana. The power of 
Congress is ample to suppress the evil, 
and I am in favor of that power being 
exercised without any further delay.

Baptist church, followed Mr. 
Ben­ 
nett, and spoke of “The Bible against 
polygamy,” and in substance said: There 
is, to say the least, a lurking apprehension 
among the people that however strongly 
the advanced thought of the 19th century 
may set itself in array against the prac­ 
tice of polygamy, the Mormon has yet no 
little support for his adherence to it in 
the Bible. This brings us face to face 
with the question—does the Bible, right­ 
ly interpreted, afford a divine warrant for 
polygamy ? It does not. The Bible ac­ 
count of the 
original 
order 
clearly 
declares 
the 
divine 
* plan 
to be the unicn in marriage of one Roman 
to oue, and only one woman. 
Cert linty 
there were more ribs, Adam might have 
had four aud twenty wives quarried from 
tho same mine, but Infinite Wisdom de­ 
cided that one wa9 enough; and the 
Bible is careful to add to the record this 
standing law: “Therefore shall a man 
leave his father and his mother, aud shall 
cleave unto his wife (not wives.) and they 
shall be one flesh.” 
Our 21 argument 
rests 
on 
the 
obvious 
distinction 
between 
bibical 
record 
and 
bibical 
inculcation. 
That 
dis­ 
tinguished persons, who figured largely 
in Old Testament history, did indulge iu 
a plurality of wives we do not deny, and 
neither do we deny that Abraham tried 
to make it appear that Sarah was only 
his sister, or that Jacob lied about hts 
venison aud the ring-streaked cattle; or 
that David committed adultery aud mur­ 
der; or that Solomon allowed idolatry to 
come in and plant itself in tho hill which 
was lie fore Jerusalem. Our final argu­ 
ment comes from the words of Christ and 
the letters writton by his apostles. “They 
twain shall be one flesh,” said Christ, not 
they ten nor they twenty, nor even they 
three, but they two. Not only does tilt 
New Testament contemplate tho union of 
one man aud oue woman rn holy wedlock, 
but it gives to that union a sacredness 
aud permanence of obligation which our 
modern divorce laws fail to recognize. 
To tho plea that polygamy is a part of 
the religion of the Mormon and that re­ 
ligious freedom must not lie invaded, it 
is sufficient to say that any religion which 
merits the respect of mankind will show 
becoming deference to the seventh com­ 
mandment. 
All the remarks of tho evening were 
endorsed by enthusiastic applause which 
showed that the audience was iu fid' sym­ 
pathy with the speakers. 
The Rev. Mr. Holmes, reported the 
following resoluJ ons which, *rter some 
discussion by Rev. A. O. Curtis, Rev. D. 
J. Holmes, B. F. Dimwit! die, aud Rev# 
Mr. Davies, were unanimously adopted: 


W h e r e a s , There exists in Utah and 
other adjacent territories a thoroughly 
organized aud rapidly increasing com 
munity that openly aud defiantly prac­ 
tices polygamy; and 
W h e r e a s , We believe polygamy to 
be utterly destructive of tho purities of 
home life, which is due of the foundations 
of our government aud our civilization; 
aud 
W h e r e a s , We believe the “Edmunds 
bill.” which has lately passed the Senate, 
is well adapted to extripate polygamy, 
without antagonizing the religions liber 
ty of the Mormons, therefore 
llenolred, That we, the citizens of 
Janesville, in mass-meeting assembled, 
hearty support said bill, and urge its 
speedy adoption by the House of Itepre 
sen tat Ives. 
lit Hut ceil. That a copy of these reso­ 
lutions be sent to our senators and rep- 
sentatives in Congress.
